I felt the need to comment on this 
years halloween festivities. Firstly it was 
good to see how responsible it was to 
have parents going along with the chil- 
dren, to supervise whilst they were trick 
or treating and for the earliness of the 
visits. 

But, during the course of 3 hours, we 
counted 11 separate rings on our door- 
bell with a variety of trick or treaters, 
the first group absolutely terrifying my 
children in the house who were not used 
to, or expecting to see Satan and a witch 
at the front door! This caused many 
tears and as a consequence, several 
nightmares during the night! 

The trick or treaters in moderation 
are fine, but elderly residents in my street 
were also targeted, the lady next door 
to myself being frail and alone, and hav- 
ing just had a hip replacement was wor- 
ried to death by the constant ringing on 
the doorbell, trying to get up to answer 
it, and then being 'made jump' when she 
managed to get there, not to mention 
the fear of what would happen if she 
didn’t provide an adequate treat. I don’t 
think this is fair at all. 

We then move on to the activities of 
the older ‘children’ in Bar Hill, the 'skate- 
board youth element’ that hang around 
causing disruption in the Mall every 
night, having great fun chasing, throw- 
ing eggs and flour bombs at one another, 
right outside Tesco and the shops on 
the Mall, the result being eggs spattered” 
on the floor, the walls, cars and one an- 
other! Surely the cleaning aspect is one 
thing, but the risk for slipping and po- 
tential injury should one of these things 
hit ina face! These 'children' were also 
wearing balaclavas similar to those wom 
in armed robberies, and a pretty fright- 
ening sight, not in keeping with the fear 





of halloween! 

Parents do you know what your chil- 
dren get up to at all? Do you know the 
disruption your children cause for 
people near Tesco every night? Maybe 
you could come and pay a surprise visit 
to check whether your children are in- 
volved in this 'mob' 

And in general, for the huge numbers 
of young trick or treaters, parents is 
there anyway you could consider that 
there are a lot of these visits and all be 
it fun in moderation, it can be a nuiscance 
after about 5 visits. One suggestion is 
to make a list of parents within your 
childrens class or friends, or street, who 
will happily allow you to trick or treat 
them, they can then be prepared, this 
then prevents the elderly residents in BH 
from being disturbed and scared, but 
doesnt detract from the fun for the 
youngsters. Or maybe parents could 
organise between themselves to ask for 
money and select a local charity.. or the 
school PTA to give the money to? to 
make it amore meaningful and helpful 
night. And detract from the fear and 
greed aspect that it is all about now. 


November Diary 
From your County Councillor 


It seems that as soon as we have 
agreed on a budget for one year, 
than we start planning for the next 
one — and in deed, for the two 
years after that. It is a process 
known as the Medium Term 
Spending Priorities — or MTSP and 
it is something we have been 
working on since the late spring. 
This year has been more compli- 
cated than usual because the gov- 
ernment has been embarking on its 
own spending review. The result 
will be changes to the Standard 
Spending Assessment, which has 
by now passed its sell by date! 

However, the financial problems 
facing the county continue to 
mount. It is no secret that we are 
the lowest funded of any of the 
county authorities in the country. 
Compared with other authorities 


that can amount to over £100 less 
per head of population and it 
doesn’t take a genius in maths to 
work out that in a population of 
just under half a million that means 
a lot less teachers, many less social 
workers and fewer potholes filled. 
We took our argument for fairer 
funding to government again and 
await the result of those represen- 
tations. We do know that the gov- 
ernment are reviewing our case for 
Area Cost Adjustment and all the 
options in their consultation docu- 
ment earlier this year sowed that 
Cambridgeshire would gain from 
the review. 

But — and it’s a big “but” — the 
government have also announced 
something called Resource Equali- 
sation. It’s extremely complicated 
and I don’t claim to understand it, 
but I do understand the effect — 
which is moving resources for the 
well off south, to the poorer north. 
Under all the options Cambndge- 
shire loses out — so what we might 
gain with one had, we will almost 
certainly lose with the other. The 
only certainty is that the overall 
pot of money for local authorities 
remains unchanged, so for very 
authority that gains, there will be 
one that loses; I, for one, am not 
prepared to put any bets on Cam- 
bridgeshire being in the former 
category. 

In the meantime the pressures on 
the county budget grow daily — 
social services cannot provide the 
service we would like within the 
resources available, we cannot 
meet the government’s targets for 
library standards and inflation in 
key areas is running well ahead of 
the government’s headline. 

So what does it add up to? At the 
end of the day we will have to 
await the government’s announce- 
ment — expected on the 5" Decem- 
ber, but all the predictions make 
pretty gloomy reading.

Watch County Conference at 
Hinchingbrooke Park. The topic was 
‘Speaking up for justice - engaging the 
community in being part of the solution’. 
The overriding theme was the need to 
come forward if anything suspicious or 
acrime has been observed. The police 
cannot act if there is insufficient evi- 
dence. 

Coming forward as a witness does 
not necessarily mean a court appear- 
ance. Witnesses frequently do not have 
to go to court; however good witnesses 
are the basis of the system, and very 
valuable in the course of justice. If at- 
tendance at a court hearing is required 
there is a service, The Witness Service, 
which is available to anyone who needs 
It 

The Witness Service can offer 

* someone to talk to in confidence 





* a visit to the court centre and, where 
possible, a look around the courtroom 
before being called as a witness 

* information on court procedures 

* a quiet place to wait before and 
during the hearing 

* company into the courtroom if a 
witness has to give evidence 

* practical help, e.g. with expense 
forms 

* to put witnesses in touch with 
people who can answer specific ques- 
tions about the case (the Witness Ser- 
vice cannot discuss evidence or offer 
legal advice) 

*achance to talk over the case when 
it has ended and to get more help and 
information. 

The Witness Service is run by Victim 
Support, the nationa] charity which 
helps people to cope with crime. There 
is a Witness Service in every Crown 
Court centre and magistrates’ court in 
England and Wales. The service is con- 
fidential and free. Their telephone num- 
ber is 01733 565638. 


If you have some information which 
you think the police should know about, 
and you really do not feel able to telc- 
phone them direct, please do consider 
calling Crimestoppers on 0800 555 
I1L. This is a free phone 

number and anything you say will be 
completely confidential. 

If you are concerned about some- 
thing that has happened locally you can, 
of 

course, always call me and/or your 
Street Co-ordinator. We will do our best 
to help in any way we can. Christmas 
will be upon us by the time you read 
this. If you are going to be 
away from home do ensure that a 
neighbour will keep an eye on your 
property. Please don’t leave your pile 
of presents on view and invite the 
opportunist thief to break in and steal 
them.
